Rut lf any one 
bas failed to perceive In the presenta­ 
tion of the Plumb Plan the beginning 
of an organized purpose to fasten the 
soviet principle on the industrial life 
of this country, he must get all the en- 
Ughtment he can need from the action 
of the United Mine Workers’ Conven­ 
tion at Cleveland. 
That body, after hearing an address 
by its author, gave its indorsement to 
the Plumb Plan. 
It gave its indorse­ 
ment on the condition that wheu the 
railroads shall have been bought by the 
Government and 
turned over to the 
employes for operation aud profit, the 
railroad employes should ald the coal 
miners in getting control of the coal 
mines on similar or identical terms. Nor 
is this partnership to end here. There 
are to be “further 
alliances boiwoeu 
organizations of labor in the basic in­ 
dustries with a view to strengthening 
the economic power of labor 
in the 
fight that is now being waged, and 
which Is destined to continue until the 
working people of America have t*een 
granted that 
measure 
of Industrial 
democracy to which they are entitled.” 
To what extent the Plumb Plan Is 
supported by the two million or more 
railroad employes no one knows, ap­ 
parently. Less, doubtless, is known as 
to the extent to which several hundred 
thousand mine workers approve this 
action of their convention 
Bot it Is a 
fair inference that at least a majority 
of both railroad employee and of miners 
are In sympathy 
with 
this socalled 
democratization of the industry 
To 
this force add something for the un­ 
known but undoubtedly large number 
of wen in other 
labor organizations! 
who favor this plan, and one sees thut 
the political power backing the idea 
makes the movement a most formid­ 
able one It Is not likely 
we think it 
impossible-—that a majority of the peo­ 
ple of this country can lie persuaded to 
set out ou this p ro b e d adventure iii 
Russianized Socialism ; but it has been 
shown more than once that a well-or­ 
ganized minority can prevail over an 
unorganized majority, 
it is evident, 
too, that the success of the railroad em­ 
ployes would make that of the miners 
easier, provided disaster did not follow 
the adoption of the Plumb Plan before 
the work of extending it to the coal 
mines could be doue. 
Probably the greatest safeguard is in 
the existence 
of practical 
obstacles 
which the railroad employes and Hie 
miners 
seem 
to have ignored. 
One 
must wonder, for example, whether 
they have given 
due thought to the 
question Where the money is to come 
from to buy the 
railroads, 
the coal 
mines and whatever 
other property 
they may later tie pleased to place in 
the oatafofy of basic industries. It is 
to tie remarked, to their credit, that 
they have 
earnestly 
disclaimed all 
thought of confiscation. 
All is to be 
paid for, and to the full extent of its 
Worth. But they assume that present 
owners would 
be content 
to receive 
payment in Government bonds. 
The 
assumption is at least hazardous. 
It 
is pretty certain that Government bonds 
would cease to command the confidence 
they now do, if issued to the amount 
this proposal contemplates, and upon 
th* security which would lie offered. 
For it Is to lie remembered that the 
security underlying them would be the 
properties they were issued to buy, so 
that one's faith In them would, in lust 
analyst*, tie no greater* than one’s fait ii 
in th* honest and efficient operation of 
the properties to be bought. The own­ 
ers of the railroads and mines could 
not be compelled to accept bonds in ex­ 
change 
for 
their property. 
They 
would have the right to demand cash, 
and undoubtedly a great majority of 
them would. What then? That obstac­ 
le 
would 
not 
be 
insurmountable. 
But it could be surmounted only in a 
way which would tie violet and revo- 
lutionai.—Da lias News.
